One week after the as- 
sassination of President 
Kennedy on November 22 s 
1963, a large majority of 
Americans expressed 
doubts that Lee Harvey 
Oswald acted alone. Now, 
three years later, these 
doubts have not beerf re- 
solved. 

Only 36 per cent today be- 
lieve Oswald alone is respon- 
sible for the assassination. 
The remaining 64 percent ei- 
ther think others were also 
involved or else express un- 
certainty* 

Three years ago almost the 
| same proportions held these 
I views: 29 percent put the 
| blame solely on Oswald but 
71 percent had doubts. 

It is obvious from today's 
findings that the report of the 
Warren Commission has 
failed to convince many 
Americans that Oswald alone i 
was responsible. 

But the public is opposed 
to a new investigation. Cer- 
tain leading magazines have 
urged that this be done in 
light of doubts expressed in 
certain quarters about the 
Warren Commission's meth- 
ods and conclusions ■— par- 
ticularly that Oswald acted 
, alone.

“Do you think one man 
was responsible for the as- 
sassination of President Ken- 
nedy. or do you think others

The reasoning of those who 
favor another investigation is 
seen in the comments of typi- 
cal persons interviewed. A 
50-y e a r -o 1 d civil servant 
said; 

“'There are too many un- 
answered questions. I feel 
that Oswald was guilty, but 
the investigation! was held 


when the whole country was 
emotionality upset. It's time 
to review this whole thing.**
